drowned was 565. Only one woman was rescued, Mrs. 
Laeasse, of Plainville, New Jers-y. All La Bourgogne’s 
officers were drowned except a purser and three engineers, 
Mr. tewart, third mate or the Cromartyshire, stated that 
the Bourgogne must have been going at the rate of eighteen 
or even nineteen knots an hour through the fog at the time 
of the collision. It is also alleged that the French liner 
was sixty miles out of her course. The liner was struck 
on the starboard side. The tremendous blow caught her 
just abaft the bridge, and her side was ripped right aft. 


Captain Deloncle, who was in his cabin at the 
moment of collision, rushed to the bridge at the first alarm, 
but his authority at such a moment did not count for much, 
Every man acted for himself when he saw death starin? 
him right in the face. One boat on the starboard side was 
actually got out, and there was a mad rush to get into the 
small eraft. There was no question of giving place to the 
women. Patrick M^Keown, an intell'eent young Lrishm n 
from Wilmington, who was among the survivors, was in- 
dignant at the brutal behaviour of tue Zourgogne's crew. 
But Captain Deloncie and some of his officers got a 
number of fsailors under control, and they were set to 
work to improvise rafts of deck-fittings, chairs, etc., and 
then it was found possible to get three of the remaining 
boats out on the starboard. The th ee boats were filled 
with ste»rage passengers, a few men from the second cabin, 
und in large bulk men of the crew of La Bourgogne. When, 
ten minutos after the collision, the great liner foundered, 
her boilers exploded as she went down. The rafts on the 
deek were crowded with men and women. Many persons 
were drawn into the whirlpool of the sinking ship, and 
never emerged from it. The Bourgogne (of which we give 
an Engraving) was of 7795 tons burden. She was built in 
1885. The Cromartyshire is a British barque of 1554 tons, 
owned in Glasgow. 


_ ** Fidelio,” as presented last Saturday at the Royal 
Opera.

The composer has added a prologue—sung 
by Madame Schumann Heink -which may be called a vocal 
Overture to the opera, which opens in the Temple of Venus,

“Henry VIII.," by M. Saint-Saens, was the 
only absolute novelty promised at the Covent Garden Royal 
Opera this season; and the admirable French composer 
came over to superintend the production. The work was 
announced for performance on Thursday, with the fascin- 
atinz Madame Heglon of the Paris Grand Opera as Anne 
Boleyn, M. Renaud as the King, and Mdlle. Pacary as 
Queen Katherine. The opera commences at the period 
when Henry is attracted by Anne Boleyn, who jilts 
her former lover, Don Gomez, the Spanish Ambas- 
sador. The King seeks a divorce from Katherine, 
which the Pope refuses to sanction. Henry declares 
England to be independent of Rome, and in the last act 
Anne Boleyn is crowned Queen. Katherine has a letter 
from Don Gomez to Anne, which excites the King's 
jealousy ; but she generously throws it into the fire. and 
through illness and excitement falls dead as she does so. 
This tragic incident ends the opera, which contains some 
beautiful music and one of the queerest ballets imaginable. 
According to the French librettist the King kept a troupe of 
Highland ballet-dancers on Richmond Hill; and M. Saint- 
Saens, in the music to this ballet, mixes up about a score of 
old ditties, such as “The Miller of Dee," “ Highland 
Laddie,” ** Love’s Young Dream," ete., with the Highland 


| Fling and Scottish Reels. This eccentric ballet was almost 


entirely omitted. The plot is, of course, a complete 
caricature of history ; but there is udmirable music in the 
work. It was performed at the Paris Grand Opera in 1883, 
when the ridiculous ballet was accepted in good faith as 
illustrating the Court life of Bluff King Hal, who is played 
by M. Renaud, a capital baritone, but totally unlike the 
King as one knows him from authentic portr..its.

OT many people who grow 
gooseberries realise "what a 
very long season as a desir- 
able market fruit this fruit 
has. I give the gooseberry a 
full six months’ market season 
for those growers who will 
locate themselves suitably and 
will do the fruit well under a 
method. They must, to begin 
with, have the very earliest 
and the very latest sorts, as 
well as those that bear heavily 
in mid season. An early speci- 

— men is shown in the Illustra- 
; tion. The variety is already 

well known. It is planted in thousands of acres, and its 

fruit has been to the fore since April 1 last or thereabouts, 
in the fruiterers’ shops in every town in the kingdom. Yet 
there is not nearly enough of this specially British fruit— 


Not by Thousands of Acres— 
to meet the demand. In fact, I know of no reason why our 
green gooseberries should not invade the Continental and 
even the 
American 
markets. If we 
can get them 
on board a fast 


have them 
delivered in 
America I think 
they might 
UTR ive 1n 
useable con- 
dition. Anyhow 
there are plenty 
of markets 
within reach 
for all we can 
grow. The price 
for ‘“green- 
gogs" in the 
fruiterers’ 
shopsin London 
on Midsummer 
Day last was 3d.

COMMODORE SCHLEY’S — 
VICTORY. 


EMORY of the sinking of the Maine in 
Havana Harbour no doubt nerved the 
Americans to achieve each of their notable 


naval victories of the War—stimulated Dewey. 


to annihilate Montojo’s Squadron in Manila 
Harbour, and inspired Commodore Schley and 
all his gallant comrades to ‘‘ crush, pulverise, 
and destroy’’ the Fleet of valiant Admiral 
Cervera in the “forlorn hope” dash from the 
beleaguered Harbour of Santiago de Cuba on 
Sunday morning, the 3rd of July. 

Admiral Sampson having steamed away to the 
eastward to Baiquiri in the New York, it devolved 
on keen-eyed Commodore Schley, second in 
command, to signal from the Brooklyn that 
memorable Sunday morning that the American 
ships were to close upon the Spanish ships 
directly they were discerned passing the wreck 
of the Merrimae at the mouth of the harbour, and 
turning westward from Fort Morro. As the 
Daly Mai?s Correspondent tersely put it, the 
Colon had now cleared the entrance to the har- 
bour. She turned sharply to the west and tore 
away. Behind came at irregular intervals the 
Oquendo, Viscaya, Teresa (to which Cervera had 
transferred his Flag), and the destroyers Furor 
and Pluton. As the latter came out they turned 
from the line of Spanish ships, now flying west- 
wards, and headed for the Brooklyn. She turned 
her fire upon them, as she passed them with 
smoke pouring from her three tall funnels. 

Then the Gloucester, a small steam-yacht, 
mounting several six and three pounders, and 
commanded by 


Captain Wainwright, 


the executive officer of the ill-fated Maine, turned 
in and assailed them. The Viscaya sent her huge 
shells at him, missing him ; the shore forts fired 
at him; but he meant business. His little guns 
poured a simple torrent of shells upon the 
hapless destroyers. They fled ten miles to the 
west of the Morro, with him in close pursuit all 
the way. 

The Spaniards fired back but hit nothing. 
The Furor presently began to blaze. The rain 
of shells upon her redoubled. Holes were torn 
through the thin steel of her sides. She could 
be seen. settling, and she headed in-shore, 
burning furiously. Almost at once the flames 
reached her magazines, and she blew up with a 
terrific report. Many wounded men perished 
in the explosion. The rest of her crew had 
abandoned her. Next the Pluton showed signs 
of distress. She was hit again and again, and 
she, too, headed in-shore. She struck the rocks, 
and her bottom was pounded to pieces in the 
heavy swell. Finally she broke in two, only half 
of her crew escaping. 

While the destroyers were thus meeting their 
rate the American battle-ships were making an 
end of Cervera’s cruisers. The Spaniards had to 
run the gauntlet of the whole American line, 
which had formed along the coast. 

The Jowa, Indiana, Texas, and Massachusetts 
greeted the approach of the Oquendo, Viscaya, and 
Teresa with a hell of fire. | 


Cervera Stood 


in this scene of agony and death upon the bridge 
of the Teresa, facing the rain of shells. He 
showed unflinching courage, and seemed to pray 
for death. The shells burst round him—again 
and again he was hidden in their smoke—but 
as it cleared he was standing there, calm and 
defiant. 

The Oquendo was the first to go. She ran 
ashore eight miles west of the Morro, a tangle 
of iron wreathed in flames. The Teresa went 
next. She ran ashore a quarter of a mile further 
along the coast. Her upper works were torn 
away or hopelessly wrecked. Most of her guns 
were dismounted. The flames poured up from 
her shattered decks. Still Cervera could be seen 
standing high on the wreckage. The Teresa gave 
no sign of surrender. One or two of her guns 
still fired hopelessly. She held out until the 
flames reached her magazine, and explosion after 
explosion rent the air. Her crew could now be 
seen escaping ashore.
